Huge Fall Drive 
In four days the Russian Bal­ 
tic armies have captured near­ 
ly 3,000 communities in their 
smashing attack, which 'prom­ 
ises. to clear all the Germans 
shortly from Estonia. latvia 
and Lithuania and pave the way 
for the remaining steps of the 
autumn offensive, expected to 
be bigger than anything to 
date. Developments may he ex­ 
pected from the Gulf of Fin­ 
land to Yugoslavia. 
The fury with which the Red 
Army 1*. attacking on the Baltic 
front seems indicative of the way 
Marshal Stalin’s forces finally will 
tear into the Nazis on every sec­ 
tor. 
The present northern cam ­ 
paign appears aimed at driving out, 
killing or capturing the last G er­ 
man in the Baltic region before the 
first snows of winter 
The heaviest Russian attack in 
Latvia occurred southeast of Riga, 
with Qen. Ivan Bagramian's forces 
smashing forward 25 miles on a 
75-mile front, sending the G er­ 
mans reeling back Into the Latvian 
capital. 
More than 2.000 places fell in that 
area within four days. 
Near Belgrade 
The closest approach to Riga of­ 
ficially disclosed came with capture 
of Kekava. on the west bank of the 
Daugava (Dvina) river six miles 
south of the ctty. A Soviet commu­ 
nique said the Germans there had 
orders "not to retreat a single step" 
but they lost more than 3.000 men.

Played Both Sides 
"You had bet,ter turn them over, 
otherwise who knows what will hap­ 
pen to us." he quoted the official as 
saying, Caruso said he complied 
with the order aftre cutting down 
the number to 50 
The witness also blamed the Ger­ 
mans for the raid on St. Paul's 
church last February, when Caruso’s 
police broke into the sanctuary and 
seized Italian officers and civilians. 
He said he did not know that the 
action violated the Vatican’s extra­ 
territorial rights. 
A tall and handsome co-defendant, 
Robert Oechietto, secretary to Ca­ 
ruso. testified that he played both 
sides of the street during the Ger­ 
man occupation, obtaining informa­ 
tion from the Nazis which he as­ 
serted he turned over to Lt Gen, 
Mark Clark's Fifth.
